PROF. GUNNAR MYRDAL TO GIVE PUBLIC LECTURE AT S.G.W.U. 


The Department of Economics of Sir George Williams University will present 
a public lecture by Professor Gunnar Myrdal of The Institute for 
International Economic Studies, Stockholm on Tuesday, May 30th at 8:30 p.m. 
in the theatre of the Henry F. Hall Building, Burnside and Bishop Streets. 
Professor Myrdal will speak on "The Scientific Approach to the Development 
Problems of Underdeveloped Countries", 


Professor Myrdal, who was Sweden's minister of trade and commerce from 

1945 to 1947, has received much international recognition through his 
writings. His An American Dilemma: The Negro Problem has been called by 
sociologist Robert Lynd "the most penetrating and important book on our 
contemporary American civilization that has ever been written". He is 

also the author of Beyond the Welfare State and Challenge to Affluence. 
From 1947 to 1957 he was executive secretary of the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Europe in Geneva. Sir George Williams University conferred 
an honorary Doctor of Laws degree upon Professor Myrdal Sunday, the first 
Canadian university to do so. 


During the past ten years, Professor Myrdal has been doing research on the 
economic, social and political development of South-East Asia for the 
Twentieth Century Fund in New York. The three-volume survey, tentatively 
called Asian Drama, will be published early in 1968. It will be Gunnar 
Myrdal's twenty-third book.
